There is uo 
kind master and mistress to sympathize with 
the negrc and forbear with bis infirmities.—

preiry much without pay. 

We venture to afiSrm that there is not a 
master in tbe State who doesn't spend twice 
such wages for the extra clothing and grati- 
ficatioo of every negro ha has. 

We doni't know a more shamjtless.ao^jng 
to lond profeesions of philanthropy.

7b CapilaUila: The present stale of things 1 
in Louisiana presents an extraordinary op- 
portunity fur in vestment, as will appear from 
the aanpxed atatamants, showing tha actual 
caah iuveftment necessary to carry tbe caoe 
crop to grinding.

For being too late 
at getting out, ten minutes after the last tap 
of the bell, a fine of ten cents. Habitual 
laziness, stealing, quarreling, or breaking 
any other rule, expulsion^from the place, 
with loss of all back wages to tbe hospital 
fund. All fine8 go to this fund. 

5. All hands will in their cabins at the 
last tap of the bell, and to remain thnre till 
the first bell in tbe momiog under a fine of 
ten cents for each offense. 

6; The wagea are one dollar per month 
for women and boys; two dollars for field 
bands, and three dollars for mechanics — or 
one-twentieth of the crop; with clothing 
and rations usually furnished. 

7. Each hand will be responsible for loss 
or dainaijo to stock, tools, or other |)roperty.

L< t us come to the test. These elections 
can give us only one liouse — tbe popular 
branch of Congress. That House cannot re- 
peal a law or ntiake one,' for that requires 
tbe concnrrenee of tbe'Leniite.- If we had 
lx>tb the Senate and Hbose, they could paaa 
laws nullifying this whole Abolition pro- 
gramme; but even then, unless we had two 
thirds, We could not pass a bill over the veto. 

As it is, this power that the ballot has 
given us cau only furnish a remedy in one 
way. An appropriation bill can't become a 
law till it pa&es this House, and there is 
tbe only eonstitatlonal powsir we have to 
torreac the a^ril: ' Wa ads the organ, em- 
phatically, will yon use the power the hal- 
lot-box has given, and the only one? Will 
you use it or not? — yes or no, and no 
dodging. 

If you say no, then don't tell the people 
you are opposed to the Abolition policy, io 
the use that party intends to make thai tbey 
afe making of thii war. At least, don'ttell 
OS yoa are much, opposed. 

Tbese bift^iia tToion mea tell as they re- 
jbice at the success of the conservatives of 
the ftee States— ^ot Deoiocratic conserva- 
tives. They shudder at the name Democrat. 
They say tbey rejoice for? What do they 
rejoice for? What good does it do in this 
criais? If they are not to use the only pow- 
er they have acquired, in the only way they 
can use it constitutionally, ot what possible 
avail are these conservatiuC victories? The 
North had just ss well eleMad Abolitionists 
to Gongretfs as Democrats. 

Now, will tbe people of Kentucky trust 
to the professions of men who pretend terri- 
ble opposition to the programme of the war, 
when they refuse to use tba only possible 
means to correct it? How deep is that joy 
at the election'uf conservatives in tha free 
States, when these same conservatives must 
act just as Abolitionists dictate? 

Let e^ery reader reflect on this. If these 
aelf-styled'CFniontstsare to act aa they main- 
tain slow, Abolitiontsts in GongtaSi will do 
as well aa tbey can; for they will, to all 
practical intents, do the same thfiig.

Sir; it Is nevertob soon for a people who de- 
sire torbmaiofree to scrdaike tm- conduct 
o]f those who are in power. The tioae may 
come when it may be too lat»— fattfUy too 
late. But it can never be too soon. Eternal 
vigilance, tireless and sleepless, is necessary 
to watch and guard against the insidious 
encroachment of those in power; and he who | 
drugs bis consoieoce with tbe reflection that ' 
men in power are presumed to do, right, 
adepts the doctrine of a despotism. And he 
wboSsaat an Bxaontive asnrpiog to himself 
uoaatboriaad military power; and fails tb 
proclaim and denounce it, ia as false to his 
duty, as much a traitor to his country, as the 
man who deserts to the enemy's atandard on 
the field of l>att1e. 

"Can it be possible that, in a Government 
like ours, war may be waged, and the people 
may not ask, wherefore? That armies may 
belevied, the heart of a aeighboring republic 
invaded, expeditions of foreign conqueat, 
nnder the lead of qneetionable^ characters, 
set on foot — millions of dolta'rs expended, 
the blood of our gallant soldiers poured out 
I — and that oar mouths are to be beaied as 
I to the causes or necessities which have pro- 
! duced such results? Sir, I acknowledge no 
such slavish doctrine. Scorn, contempt 
and utter loathing are all they deserve. — 
They belong rightfully to the lips of those 
who live by the thrift which follows fawn- 
ing—those of our number who have been 
the humble spplicants for the Brigadier- 
ships, the Pay masterships and other crumbs 
which fall from tbe Executive table; and 
whose patriotism is valorous and loud- 
mouthed in proportion to their chance for 
getting office and emolument. But I hold 
that we should be false to our trust as Rep- 
resentatives if we fail to hold to atrict ac- 
aoconntability those who are temporarily, 
administering tbe Executive departmenta qf 
the Government. They are not the coun- 
try. They are, for a brief period, the in- 
atraments for conducting tbe affairs of the 
Government and tbe country. The power 
of the people is only partially delegated for 
special purposes. How absurd and pre- 
posterous, then, is tbe clamor that, wbon we 
venture to censure those agents of tbe peo- 
ple, we are arrayiug ourselves against our 
country ." 

There is good, sound sense and correct 
patriotism in tbe above extract. It proves 
ihat the Chicago Convention President^miist 
he a ' Copperhead— to use the Bepnblioan's 
language— of the most malignant descrip- 
tion. — ^Cincinnati Enquirer.

It will be found at 
page 109 of Professor Christy's work oo 
colonisation, JSiAiopia, and was written to 
sustain the charge that cannibalism pievaiW 
in Africa:

"Pbof. David Chbistt — Dear Jlrotheri 
Your interesting letter of the 16th nit. lin- 
gered, and then my absence for a few days,' 
to attend a meeting at Annapolis, delayed a 
reply until it is probably too late to do yoa 
a service. In Mr. Tracy's pamplat. entitled 
Mbaiona in Afiiea, there is a note with some 
interesting facta relative to oannibalijn. 

"I never saw msn, eating human flesh,' 
but have beard of its. heing done in the vi* 
cinity of Liberia. * 

"Tbe letters of Sion Harris and Rev. G. 
Brown, who wore attacked at the mission' 
of the M . E. Church, at Heddington,iu 1840, 
by Goiorah, the famous Condo warrior, (ha 
had threatened to eat the missionary,) state 
that the dried limba of men.alaiq previously 
ww« thn^n away In tMh^nlftb C. ' ' , , , 

"The same warrior visited Governor Bu- 
chanan in 1839, to treat for a peace, and 
while there gave, in public council, as an 
objection to making peace that ho would 
have nobody to eat. 

"In 1835, while I was agent of the Colo- 
nization Society, I sent two Methodist min- 
isters, who were men of high standing, each, 
having before been elected to the office of 
Vice Governor of the Colony, as Gomiini^' 
sioners to negotiate a peace between the 
Voys and Condoes. While they ware at' 
Bopora, tbe chief town of the Condo nation, 
they stated that: human flesh was offered in 
the market for food, 

"Iu 1833. I made a tour siity or seventy 
miles, to a King north east of the Bassa Cove 
Colony. My purpose was to proceed several 
hundred miles, but the Kin^ resolutely re- 
fused leave, and no bribe or iinportanity 
prevailed to change his decision: Therea* 
son assigned was, that as I came with let- 
ters from the Governor, the King was re- 
sponsible for my safety, and the neighboring' 
tribe, Pessa men, would kill and eat me. 

"The Missionaries from England toCoom- 
assie, capital of Ashant^t-, stated in their 
published journal, in 1841, that they saw 
men returning from the market wi,th hu- 
man limbs for food. , .1 

"Of the Gallinas, I know nothing from 
actual observatioB. I imagine that Cape 
Mount Would furniah you aa good a point 
for a settlement. By occupying Gallinas,' 
yon would more surely cxtarmioate the 
greatest slave-mart in western Alrick.

We aak the reader to contrast the facts 
here stated, in relation to the moral degra- 
dation of the population of Africa, with the 
high eulogies passed upon the slave popula- 
tion of tbe South, as to their iotelligencsi 
morality and religiouscharacter, by the offi- 
cers of the army occupying that region.

But they were sent to little 
purpose' "The lamp wants oil," said the 
Pope himself, "but tbe oil of life is only 
given by God. When it pleases him to 
extinguish my lamp, I am ready." Tbe 
Pope is quite tranquil, and avoids as much 
as possible discussing any political ques- 
tion.

Tho rabala daabojad tba 
and a raOroad tndn between Naabrilla 
and Chattanooga, and also another on the 
Kaahvilla and Loaisville road. Gen. Foa- 
161*8 ooamaod of 2,000 men lo Korth Caro- 
line, being snrronnded by an immense force 
' and abort of provisions and the roads being 
impracCSoaUa fqpraealTiDg qiaady rdnferee- 
ments, was in a position of great peril. A 
moior at Fortreaa Mooroe reported bis snr- 
imidar. bat thia laaka eoollrmatton. Tba 
opaiations before Charleston, bowarar, are 
tho moat interesting of tba weak. The 
Fadaral float, ombiao l o g a namber of Iron 
elad Monitors, gunboats, and otber Teaaels 
entered tba harbor and earn a in range of 
Forts Snmpter and Honltrie, when a terrifie 
cannonading ensued on both sides. The 
Monitor, Keokuk, was sonk, the Passaic 
waa badly disabled, and three other vessels 
partially crippled, when the whole Federal 
fleet withdrew, ont of range, and the attack 
has not been renewed. The Federal land 
foieaa did not eo-operata in the fight, but 
are said to be working their way to a point 
in the rear of Charleaton, which, if gained, 
wfll m» doabt bo tho aigoal fbr a oomUoad 
land and sea afsanlt npon Charleston and 
its defenses. The loss of life on either side 
in the naral attack on the forta was slight 
The firing on both sides 7S reported to have 
been splendidly accurate. Several of the 
ireaae l a were hit many times, and tbey in 
tnni pierced eleven boles through the walls 
of Snmpter. The rebels have also since that 
fight deatroyed another Federal armed ves- 
ael on tho Coosaw river below Cbarlegton. — 
Humors are published of fighting near York 
town in which the rebels were worsted, but 
DO partieolaia are given. Ko new move- 
ment yet upon Vicksburg, and indeed an 
impression prevails in some qnartera, bat we 
koosr not on what foondatioo, that Oraot haa 
abandoned or is at)put to abaodon the siege 
in the present form of it. move his army so 
aa to forma jaoetioD with B oae crana and with 
the two armies combined, march to the ss- 
aanlt of Vicksburg in the resr.

the SnpAaa Court of the > United States, 
recently deliTered a spee^l before a Dem- 
ocratic Club in New York, of extraordinary 
ability, in whieb he defines and expounds 
what are tba oondiiions of loyalty. Tba 
definition ia anCataBtiallir siidF aimpb^. dbtit- 
enee to law; noi is deduced from two clear 
provisions of the Coostitotion, one declar- 
ing that thia Conatitntion amd aU law made 
in pursuance thereof, shall be the supreme 
law of the land; and the other declaring 
that an powata not grantiid to thaZFedaral 
goveroment in the Coostitntion, are reaer- 
ved to the States and the people respective- 
ly. He argues, thenoe, that loyalty con- 
sists in obedience to the conttitution and con- 
atitutiofial lator, but that it is not disloyal to 
oppose Federal lawa which violate the con- 
stitution or which onoioaeh oatba reserved 
rights of the States and the people. He 
hoUa that those reserve righto, not granted 
to the Federal goiVemment, an as much 
the snpreme law of the land as the consti- 
tution itaalf; and of coarse be rejeota the 
doetrino. whiah ia now attempted to bo prac- 
tically enforoed, l^mt Stato rights are infe- 
rior and anbor^nate to thoae of the 
Federal goToromont. He apnnia tho idea 
that the Adminiatration is the government, 
and apits on the servile spirit which denies 
to the citizen or the press the right freely 
to examine the acts off govanunont* for 
the purpose of conderaing as well as ap- 
proving according to their judgment. The 
tenth is, the dUsen who faila to oobdemn 
and oppose unconstitutional and unlawful 
acta of the Exeontive, ia himself dialoyal 
and deivliet. Wo advim every reader to 
procure Judge Cortia* apeech, for it is one 
of the moat piofoand esporitiona which the 
times hare called cat.
